provides that fireproof garages may be building a

Your building inspector (if my informa¬ 
tion be correct) created an ordinance 
irrespective of the wishes of ^ tax¬ 
payers. represented in the Town 

Council. . • 

“\s before stated I want permission 

to erect a metal garage on my premises 
and with the conditions as above stated. 
Issuance of such a permit does not 
seem to be in violation of any town or¬ 
dinance, and it was for these reasons 
I addressed my communication ot the 
30th inst. to the Town Council. If 
after review you are of the opinion that 
I should make application direct to the 
building inspector, I would be glad to 
have you advise me. 

On February 8th Clerk Davis replied 
to Mr. Comstock’s letter of February
